The Beeville Coin Club (Beeville, Texas) observed the National 
Coin Week, April 17 - 23, 1983, with varied numismatiec exhibits in 
the State Bank and Trust of Beeville. Five Members of the Beeville 
Coin Club furnished material for the exhibits.

A type set of United States gold coins was the highlight of 
the exhibits. There was an exhibit of Canadian gold coins. A 
display of National Bank notes contained a large size pre-1920's 
note in near uncirculated condition. A complete set of uncirculated 
silver war time nickels was on view. Proof George Washington half 
dollars were presented in both the obvers and reverse. 

Latin American conntrfes were ; presented with their colorful 
currency from Mexico through Argentina. This was a rather large 
display of uncirculated and near uncirculated paper money. There 
was currency from most of the south of the border countries. 

An exhibit of sales tax tokens used by many states during 
the 1930's through the 1950's was displayed. A few of the old 
store tokens were also displayed. 

The State Bank and Trust has two counter type cases for the 
use of displays. The bank encourages individuals as well as 
organizations to use the cases for displays of all kinds. 

The Beeville Coin Club had the button-pins from the American 
Numismatic Association, and Wooden Dollars from the Beeville Coin 
Club to be taken as souvenirs.
